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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 14, 16, 18, 19, 26 and 27 allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 of the applicant's supplemental amendment, filed 
June 21, 2006, discloses a housing for a computer system, wherein the housing includes a 
plurality of railings, each railing comprising conductive and non-conductive components, a 
plurality of circuit boards, each circuit board attached to a frame comprising a plurality of hooks 
that hang the circuit board on the railings, and a plurality of connectors, each connector coupled 
to the hook to provide electrical connections to the conductive components of the railings. These 
elements, in combination with the remaining elements of the claims, are not disclosed in the 
prior art references.
